Dr. Baba Chuck Davis 
Honorary Chairperson 


Dr. Baba Chuck Davis, a native North Carolinian, is Founder and Artistic Director of the 
African American Dance Ensemble, the New York-based Dance Africa and the internationally 
acclaimed CULTURAL ARTS SAFARI, attended Howard University and continued his studies in 
African dance under the guidance of Babatunde Olatunji, Eleo Pomare, Mama Pearl Primus, 
Mama Thelma Hill and the Bernice Johnson Dance Company. His growing reputation as one 
of the foremost and accomplished choreographers and teachers in the traditional techniques 
of African dance compelled the American Dance Festival of Durham, NC, to recruit him for 
the position of Artist-in-Residence and to head up its outreach program. His desire to reach 
the young people of Durham who shared his enthusiasm and discipline for dance, was the 
fountainhead from which sprung the African American Dance Ensemble. He has nurtured and 
led the Ensemble on a course to become one of the truly premier dance companies of any 
kind touring the nation today. 

Dr. Davis keeps a full schedule including appearances with the Ensemble, guest artist 
directorships, choreographer assignments, and research and travel excursions to Africa and 
international points. He is the founder and facilitator of the Cultural Arts Safari, which makes 
an annual pilgrimage to the continent of Africa. 

Dr. Davis has been a panelist for several programs of the NEA. Since 1991 he has served 
as a Governor-appointed member of the Board for the North Carolina Arts Council where he 
sits on the Dance panel. In 1992, he was the recipient of the North Carolina Award in Fine 
Arts for his impressive and unique contribution to African American culture. This is the high- 
est honor the state can bestow in the Arts. Dr. Davis is a recipient of the NY Bessie Award 
and the very prestigious Brooklyn Academy of Music Award for distinguished service to the 
arts world and beyond. In December of 1998, he received an honorary Doctorate of Fine Arts 
from Medgar Evers College of New York. He has also received an Honorary Doctorates fro 
Williams College, Williamstown, Mass. 

Dr. Davis and DanceAfrica were recognized by the Dance Heritage Coalition as one of 
the first 100 Irreplaceable Dance Treasures in the United States. In February 2002 he was 
presented The Advocacy Award in recognition of dedication and commitment to Civil Rights 
advocacy, especially on behalf of People with Developmental Disabilities, by the Durham 
Human Relations Commission. The Commonwealth of Pennsylvania Legislative Black Caucus 
awarded Dr. Davis with a citation for his years of distinguished service, loyalty and com- 
mitment to the arts as well as lauding him as a foremost, distinguished and accomplished 
choreographer and teacher in the traditional techniques of African American Dance. Dr. Davis 
has been selected Artist of the Year by DanceUSA. He has also received the 2002 National 
Governor's Association Award for Distinguished Service to the Arts. The City of Durham 
declared August 5, 2002 as Chuck Davis Day in recognition of his accomplishments and 
contributions to the arts. North Carolina Dance Alliance has chosen Dr. Davis as the recipient 
of their 2002 award in recognition of his years of dedication to the advancement of dance 
in North Carolina, the nation, and the world. The coveted CAPEZIO AWARD was presented 
to Baba Chuck during the Grand Opening of DanceAfrica, Brooklyn, May, 2008. Earlier this 
month, October, Baba Chuck received The Medal of Arts Award presented by the City of Ra- 
leigh Arts Commission.

Philip S. Thomas is Executive Director of Newark Symphony Hall. Mr. Thomas joined the 
staff of Newark Symphony Hall in May 2007 and is responsible for launching a revital- 
ization effort to return the complex to its former role as a major venue for hosting and 
presenting a full range of music, dance and theater performances. Newark Symphony 
Hall consists of the Sarah Vaughan Concert Hall (2,800 seats), Terrace Ballroom (1,000 
seats), the Newark Stage (220 seats), and the Studio Theater (75 seats). He provides 
oversight for the governance, human resource, finance, marketing, rental, presenting, 
and capital operations of the venue. 
Philip S. Thomas was previously the Vice President of Arts Education at the New Jersey 
Performing Arts Center (NJPAC), the 6th largest performing arts center in the United 
States. Mr. Thomas joined NJPAC in 1992 as the Founding Director for Arts Education, 
and was responsible for developing a comprehensive Arts Education Department for 
NJPAC that includes a $3.5 million annual budget and 18 full-time staff members. Mr. 
Thomas also served on the team responsible for the $4.5 million renovation of the Lucent 
Technologies Center for Arts Education (a 29,000 sg. ft. arts education facility.) 

Philip S. Thomas also serves as President of Performing Arts Services which provides 
cultural planning services in the areas of artistic programming, arts education, market- 
ing, community engagement, and facilities planning for individual artists, arts institu- 
tions, education organizations, corporations and government agencies. Performing Arts 
Services also provides business services and creative direction to performing artists and 
companies in conceptualizing, financing, producing and touring artistic programming in 
music, dance, theater, and the literary arts.

Dr. Akil Kokayi Khalfani is the author of, The Hidden Debate: The Truth Revealed about 
the Battle over Affirmative Action in South Africa and the United States (Routledge 2006), 
which was nominated for two national awards: the Oliver Cromwell Cox Award and the 
American Sociological Association’s Distinguished Book Award. He is the co-author of a 
new edition of Introduction to Sociology: Understanding Our Social World. He has writ- 
ten articles and book chapters on Pan Africanism, racial classification in South Africa, and 
population statistics. 


He is the Host and Executive Producer of The Pulse: a talk show that explores the di- 
versity of the African global community. He has spoken at the United Nations, various 
colleges and universities, and given addresses at diverse programs nationally and inter- 
nationally. 


Dr. Khalfani is currently the Director of the Africana Institute and Associate Professor of 
Sociology at Essex County College. He is President and Founder of ATIRA Corp, a think 
tank that develops solutions for the problems that people of African descent face. He 
serves on several boards including the African Credit Union. He is also the New Jersey 
Chairperson for WADU (World African Diaspora Union). 


Dr. Khalfani has a Ph.D. and a Masters degree in Sociology from the University of Penn- 
sylvania, from which he also earned a Certificate in African Studies. Additionally, he 
studied in South Africa at the University of Pretoria. 


His areas of expertise are Africana Studies, race relations, social stratification, and devel- 
oping solutions to social problems.

Asase Yaa African American Dance Theatre 


Artistic director Yao Ababio formed Asase Yaa Dance theatre in the summer of 2001. 
Asase Yaa is a group of young inspired artist showing the connection between Africa and 
African-Americans. The Ensemble consists of musicians, dancers and singers with training 
in various disciplines. 

The company also has an African-American "Griot" that recites the history of African- 
Americans. They bring their experiences and artistic skills together to present performances 
that teach audiences the richness of the African Diaspora. The members of Asase Yaa have 
traveled to various countries including Japan, Korea, Paris, Amsterdam, Iceland, Ghana, 
Guinea, and Angola. Their repertoire consists of ballets of their own creative works. 

Asase Yaa host an annual benefit concert at York College in Jamaica, NY where showcase 
different African-American dance companies based in the New York tri-state area and Wash- 
ington D.C, metropolitan area. This concert glorifies the contributions that African-Ameri- 
cans devote to African dance and music, Asase Yaa was created to bring joy to audiences 
through their exciting and colorful presentations. 


Ilistyle & Peace Productions 


Illstyle & Peace Prodouctions* is a multicultural dance company based in Philadelphia 
and founded in 2002 by Brandon “Peace” Albright and Forrest “Getemgump” Webb. They 
create work rooted in contemporary and old school hip-hop. Working from an eclectic mix of 
dance and performance disciplines including tap, ballet, house dancing, DJing and Beatbox- 
ing; Illstyle & Peace Productions create a unique new style of hip-hop. I&PP has toured to 
critical acclaim both nationally and internationally and is committed to delivering a positive 
message to audiences young and old. The company’s work celebrates the art of hip-hop by 
adding an urban style to traditional moves in order to create a new step. 

The New York Times has described Illstyle & Peace Productions’ work as “а hip-hop 
revue with killer dancing”. Most recently, critic Roslyn Sulcas of the Times has stated that “the 
ensemble displayed some of the most dazzling breaking techniques I’ve ever seen, while Mr. 
Albright’s choreography possessed a sly humor and an adept sense of spatial composition. 
Watching these dancers was like watching the greatest ballet virtuosos, each fighting gravity 
and the appearance of effort, and demanding and getting the impossible from the human 
body. They were fabulous.”
